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Dear  Class  of  201 1, 


The  reading  genie  at  the  right  - thank  you,  Google  Images,  - 
represents  my  graduation  wish  for  you.  I wish  you  a lifetime  of 
pleasurable  reading  experiences.  My  motivation  for  this  wish  came 
about  as  I was  driving  home  from  school  recently.  I was  listening  to  an 
interview  with  the  American  author,  Philip  Roth.  Mr.  Roth  is  in  his 
seventies  and  the  interviewer  asked  him  why  he  kept  writing.  He 


spoke  about  the  pleasure  it  brought  him  as  an  artist,  but  his  response 

made  me  thing  about  the  pleasure  that  is  inherent  in  being  a reader.  There  is  nothing  quite  like  getting 
involved  in  a good  book  and  loving  or  hating  various  characters  so  that  you  become  a part  of  their 
reality,  or,  seeing  your  innermost  thoughts  reflected  through  an  author’s  writing  or  just  having  a sense  of 
amazement  at  an  author’s  use  of  language. 

As  I half-listened  to  the  Philip  Roth  interview  I thought  of  three  very  distinct  reading  experiences  that 
stay  with  me  to  this  day.  The  first  was  reading  James  Michener’s  novel.  The  Drifters.  In  that  novel 


story  line  that  included  so  many  intriguing  people  and  places.  I also  remembered  reading  some  of  Dylan 
Thomas’s  work,  A Child’s  Christmas  In  Wales,  A Prospect  of  the  Sea,  and  luxuriating  in  his  use  of 
imagery  and  unfamiliar  words  and  phrases.  Finally,  and  now  barely  hearing  poor  Philip  Roth  in  the 


same  sense  of  shortcomings  and  self  doubt  as  the  main  character,  Gabriel,  when,  towards  the  end  of  the 


patriarch  that  he  had  previously  thought  himself  to  be.  I wish  you  that  sense  of  wonder,  awe,  and  self- 


You  are  my  last  class,  as  I will  retire  from  education  at  the  end  of  this  school  year.  In  my  seven  years  at 
AHS  I have  come  to  expect  students  here  to  be  kind,  fair,  tolerant,  respectful,  mature,  and  intellectually, 
artistically,  and  athletically  ambitious.  Your  class  has  been  outstanding  in  meeting  all  of  these 
expectations.  In  a year  of  severe  budget  shortfalls  you  have  coped  with  larger  class  sizes,  fewer 
electives,  and  fewer  resources  with  patience,  ingenuity,  and  enthusiasm.  You  have  supported  one 
another  through  difficult  times  and  celebrated  one  another  in  times  of  triumph.  1 couldn’t  have  asked  for 
a nicer  group  of  students  for  my  last  class  as  a principal.  You  are  lovely  young  women  and  men  full  of 
promise  and  potential,  and  I look  forward  to  hearing  very  good  things  about  you  in  the  years  to  come. 

Far  too  many  members  of  older  generations  see  only  the  negative  aspects  of  younger  generations.  As 
Principal  of  Arlington  High  School  I have  seen  you  in  classes,  games,  dances,  plays,  banquets,  contests, 
concerts,  competitions,  and  ceremonies  and  I know  what  intelligence,  grace,  courage,  wisdom,  kindness, 
and  ability  you  have.  It  has  been  my  joy  to  witness  these  traits  in  you,  members  of  the  Class  of  201 1.  I 
am  privileged  to  be  your  Principal  and  I thank  you  for  your  generosity  in  allowing  me,  as  I close  out  my 
career  as  an  educator,  to  be  an  active  participant  in  your  high  school  experience. 


Michener  tells  a story  of  six  characters  who  start  off  separately  and  then  come  together  in  the  7'^  chapter 
of  the  book.  I can  still  remember  to  this  day  my  astonishment  at  Michener’s  ability  to  weave  together  a 


background,  I remembered  reading  the  great  short  story.  The  Dead,  by  James  Joyce,  and  feeling  the 


story,  he  becomes  far  less  heroic  as  he  realizes  that  he  may  indeed  be  only  a pretender  to  his 
intellectualism  and  a “pennyboy”  to  his  aunts  rather  than  the  solid,  sincere  academician  and  family 


recognition  with  an  author  and  his  or  her  characters  as  you  grow  older.  Pleasure  reading  is  one  of  the 
great  joys  of  literacy  and  a true  benefit  of  the  good  education  we  have  given  to  you  here  in  Arlington.
